our of the town, inſomuch that ſome bloud was fpilt, and 
many were ſore bruiſed. 
William Stockdale was knockt down in the Steeple-honſe 


yard of Damanoy, and the people ſet their feet upon him, 
and pulled much hair off his head; infomuch that ſome of 


them cried he 15 kild, for he could.ngt ſpeak, nor riſe off 


the ground for along time. Ws 

George Weare, and ſeveral others had their Bonnets 
taken away from them at a Meeting, and they laid it be- 
fore William Lowery, called Juſtice; but he inftead of do- 
ing Juſtice, threatned them, ſaying, If they went to that 
place to meet again, be would have them whipt, or elſe be 
would whip them himſelf. | 

Richard Gollon, Baylifft of Leanarick , took away Wil- 
liant Michels Bonnet by order of William Jacke, prieſt of 
Carlooke ; and the Prie't would not let him have it again, 


| neither would he let the ſaid 7/7/Ham, and fome others tay 


in the Town all night, although the night was ſtormy, 
and the Prieſt and the Bayliff had his Bonnet. 

Mary Ingliſh, for going to ask Peter Kd, prieſt of Dou- 
glaſs, why he warned them to the Seſſions, and .did not 
appear to accuſe them there, was ſhamefully abuſed, and 
beaten by the Priefts'wite and others: here's the Prieſts 
fruits. | | 
George Fox the yonger,FElexander Parker, and others, had 


. their letters taken from them, and broke up by George 


Monk , and the Council of Scotland, and never returned to 
them again; alſo ten pounds worth of true books taken a- 
way from the people of God called Quakers, by: George 
Mor, .and the Councell of Seot[and, and never was given 
back to this day, it being two years fince. | 
Alexander Parker was caſt in Priton by order of George 
Monk , andthe Councell. --: |: - |

George Wilſon, George-' Fox the younger, and Richard 
Iſmead, was baniſhed from the Iles of Orkyey by George 
Monks Comand,and the reſt of the Councel of Scotland. m- 
Alexander Parker , and ſeverall others' were comanded 
and ſent out of Scotland by George Monke, and the order of 
the Councell of Scotland. | 

Francis Howgill, Thomas Robbinſon,and one more were ap= 
prehended at Dunfreize by the ſouldiers and magiſtrates-- 
of the town, whereupon the ſaid Souldiers rified ther, 
and their Port-mantles for Letters, but when they could 
not finde any to accuſe. them withall, the Magiftrates caſt 
them into priſon as Vagrants, and did intend to have ſent 
them into England again. by .Conftables, but it. being 
proved that they were no Vagabonds, the Magiſtrates and 
Souldiers was faine to let them go, afterall the wrong they 
had done them, though it was totheir own ſhame. 

Chriſtopher Fe/l was put into priſon in Parſley for ſpeaking 
eo the Prieſt after the Prieſt had done, . and the people 
did threaten that if any Quakers did come again to their 
Church (as they called it) they wonld carry knives with 
them to ſtab them, to which threatning Fohn Dove, who 
was. then Lieftenant of a Troop of Horſe, and quartered. : 
in that town, ſaid, If they did do as they ſaid, he'would 
bring the Troop of Horſe, and be-ſerthem in their houſe, 
{o to pre{erve the peace. | 

Thomas Holmes, and Elizabeth his wife, was ſhamefully 
abuſed in ſeverall places in Scotland. 

Richard Pinder was put in priſon four dayes, and in the - 
Stocks five houres, and baniſhed out of the Land, for 
ſpeaking to the peoplein the Steeple-honſ-yard of Kilbryde, 
between the Prieſts Sermon time. i 

Richard Iſmead for bidding JamesNeſmith Prieſt of Hunt 
bleton prove himſelf to be a Miniſter of Chriſt, was-put in 
priſon there, and from thence ſent priſoner to Gl/aſcow, 
there pur in the tooks with a gagg in his Mouth, anda pa- - 
per pinnd on his.breſt,. and was-commanded to depart the - 
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William Stockdall, gas pur in-priſon-four dayes in 2 hole 


where he could ſcarce get room to lye down, for ſpeaking 
to James Neſmith, Prieſt of Hambleton. | 
ames Lanche'er, and others was ſeverall times put in 
prifon for ipeaking in the ſtreets of Hambleton. 
Fobn Hart, Andrew Browne, and Fohn Lacoke, was impri- 


ſoned ſeverall weeks in G/aſcow, for going to the Priekts * 


houſe to ſpeake to him, and the prieft excommunicated 
chem in the mean while. 

Thomas Jack, was put in priſon ſome dayes for going to 
the prieſt to aske why he would excommunicate him, . the 
aid Thomas Fack was put in priſon, and kept from his 
Trade, he being a poore man, and his wife lying in 
Child-bed: | 

Fames Lanchejter,and Robert Withers was baniſhed out of 
Scotland. | 

Gecrge Were, was put in priſon twenty three dayes, and 
nothing laid to his charge juſtly. | 

Will. Michell, was pur in priſon above ewenty nine days 
for taking a wife contrary to the Prieſts will. 

Fobn. Robberton called Lord of Ornock publikely refuſed to 


. enter Andrew Hambleton-in Shawton Hill in his profleſſion 


under him, becauſe he was excommunicated by the 
Prieſt, wittneſles of . this, Alexander Hambleton, Fohn 
Strandders.

7.5,8. and ſtoned the Apoftles, As 14.19. In this the Preſby- 
terians have proved their Chriſtianity to be out of Chriſt 
and the Apoſtles. | | | 

- Pr. If Paul and the reit of the Apoſiles had been alive, 
they would have (toned the Q1akers.

Anſw. Here a!l may ice his work to be the envious man 
in Cains way, Jude 11. who would murther, and wrongs 
the Apoſtle, who never taught nor intended any ſuch 
dofrine,- but fazd, Overcome evil with good, Rom.12.21. 
and love bears all things, 1 Cor.13.7. Now ſee whole Mini- 
ſter this man 1s, that cannot bear, but would have them 
ſtoned, and would have the Apoſtle as bad as himſelf, 
which Apoſtle ſaid, Chriſt was his example, who laid down 
his life for his enemies, Rom2.5.8. who ſuffered the contra-
